Then they opened the Know-How Workshop, where irritated 
women with unhandy husbands can learn to fix the parlour 
lamp or upholater his favourite chair. Thanks to these 
women, the little Ilady now can learn which end of the 
hammer hits the nail and even perhaps goad her husband 
into activity through sheer envy of her initiative. 

Believing that the best way to learn is by doing, the 
workshop instructors first teach pupils the names and uses of

the simple tools usually found in the home, Then they are put 
to work repairing window shades, replacing fuses, rewebbing 
upholstered chairs, patching broken plaster and solving 
plumbing problems. 


Students are taught how to mix paint, how to, varnish or 
stain furniture and how to remove paint and varnish spots 
when their brush misses its mark, They even learn how to 
rig up a hammock in the back yard for hubby’s relaxation. 

The school is conducted with an eye to the women’s spare 
time. Classes in the four-and-a-half-week course are 
conducted twice a week for two hours each. Students may 
attend morning, afternoon or evening sessions, depenfling on 
whether their husbands work the day. or night: shift.

Blow to pride

If we withdraw from Korea, 
it will of course represent a 
great blow to our national 
pride, but I think it {9 vital 
that we concentrate our 
strength in the place where it 
is most needed, in Western 
Europe.

obviously serious.” 


The policeman — says: “But 
there are plenty of nice things 
to write about.
